Top B for losses 

A firm that provides 
customer marketing data 
has put Edmonton among 
the nation's leaders for 
household economic loss¬ 
es. Pitney Bowes Business 
Insight has put Edmonton 
in the top three cities that 
have felt the greatest im¬ 
pact during the downturn. 
Topping the list was 
Calgary, with Toronto plac¬ 
ing second. 

Edmontonians suffered 
an average loss of $21,127 
between December 2007 
and December 2008.

The number of people fil¬ 
ing for bankruptcy in this 
country is up and it's even 
higher in Alberta’s 
capital, says a city 
bankruptcy trustee. 

Leon Miller, a bankrupt¬ 
cy trustee with Leon Miller 
Group Inc., says his busi¬ 
ness has tripled since the 
markets tumbled last fall. 

“There’s been a substan¬ 


tial increase in the number 
of phone calls, in the num¬ 
ber of interviews, and an 
increase in the number of 
people who have signed up 
for bankruptcy,” he said, 
Canada has seen more 
than 117,000 people file 
for bankruptcy over a 12- 
month period ending in 
January 2009, says a new 
report from the Office of 
the Superintendent of 
Bankruptcy Canada. That’s 
a 15.8 per cent increase 
compared to the previous 


12 months and the number 
is more than likely higher 
in Edmonton, says Miller. 

“Edmonton was very shel¬ 
tered against problems in 
the last couple of years, and 
anyone who wanted a job 
could have three,” he said. 
“Now they would be lucky 
if they just get one job.” 

The number of people 
getting Employment Insur¬ 
ance benefits in Canada 
has also jumped by 4.4 per 
cent in January, according 
to figures from Statistics 


Canada. But the average 
hike is far less than Alber¬ 
ta’s, which has seen a 10.5 
per cent jump in El benefi¬ 
ciaries in January. 

“This is a tough learning 
tool for people who are liv¬ 
ing beyond their means,” 
said Miller. “... People who 
were expecting bonuses 
are now unable to pay off 
their debts.” 

Roughly 570 corpora¬ 
tions have filed for bank¬ 
ruptcy across Canada with¬ 
in the first month of 2009. 


Second fire in 
2 days flares 
downtown 

blaze Hundreds of office 
workers in Edmonton’s 
downtown were interrupt¬ 
ed by the squelching 
sounds of sirens and 
firetruclcs, after a blaze 
broke out in the upper 
floor of a building.

Firefighters say the top 
floor of the building was 
vacant, and it’s ulcnown if 
anyone was in the top lev¬ 
el when the flames first 
appeared. No one was 
hurt, firefighters said.

Two-year negotiations 
between the city, police 
and club management end¬ 
ed yesterday, after plans to 
improve public safety were 
set in stone. 

City officials are ap¬ 
plauding the initiatives for 
heightened security train¬ 
ing, police access to all 
video surveillance, entry 
and re-entry revisions, call¬ 
ing it a “model they hope 
other clubs will emulate.” 

“Some Y Club patrons 
were leaving the club to 
buy drugs, keeping these 
dealers in the area. This 
club is right next to a se¬ 
nior’s home,” said Com¬ 


munity Standards Branch 
spokesman Troy Courtor- 
eille. “It’s not about run¬ 
ning into ravers, it’s about 
the fact that people don’t 
want gang members pres¬ 
ent.” 

In his two years observ¬ 
ing the south-facing Im¬ 
park lot adjacent to the 
club, Courtoreille said he’s 
seen “droves” of known 
gang members, and was of¬ 
fered drugs his first night 
on the job. “People were 
walking out of the club at 
4 a.m. or 5 a.m. and getting 
instantly jumped and 
robbed for no reason, 
whatsoever,” he said. 

Y spokesman Marcus 
Gurske said the initiatives 
are an effort to discourage 
shady activity outside the 
club, so patrons inside are 
ultimately safer. 

“It’s nothing happening 
in the club.” he said. 
“We’re hoping it’ll pro¬ 
duce a safer experience 
when people are coming 
and going.”

New licences bring privacy worries 


security Civil liberties 
groups concerned about 
privacy want a moratori¬ 
um on enhanced driver’s 
licences until the federal 
government debates their 
merit.

Obama takes case 
to American public 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma said yesterday his ad¬ 
ministration was 
confronting the economic 
crisis on all fronts and see¬ 
ing signs of progress as he 
sought to reassure 
recession-weary 
Americans about his 
recovery strategy. 

“We will recover 
from this recession. 

But it will take time, 
it will take patience,” 
he said in the open¬ 
ing statement of his

Tories putting cork in democracy

-he federal Tories 

— and to a lesser 
degree the Liberals 

— are having a lit¬ 
tle trouble with 

the idea of democracy. 

I don’t blame them. No 
one has ever come up with 
the perfect democracy. Our 
first-past-the-post system is 


kind of a blunt instrument. 
It doesn’t matter if your 
candidate gets a pile of 
votes ... unless they come 
first, they’re not elected. 

There’s a growing move¬ 
ment for proportional rep¬ 
resentation, in which a cer¬ 
tain percentage of the vote 
yields a number of elected 
candidates, which works 
fine unless the Wing Nut 
Party gets 20 per cent of 
the vote, and you end up 
with 20 MPs with red noses 
and big shoes. 

Nowhere is democracy 
more scaiy and raw than at 
the constituency level. 
Want your candidate to get 


nominated? All you have to 
do is go around and sign 
up members, and if you 
can get enough of them to 
the nomination meeting, 
and they vote for your can¬ 
didate, voila, your candi¬ 
date is representing the To¬ 
ries, the Liberals, the NDP, 
the Greens, etc. 

Grassroots democracy. 
It’s a thing of beauty. Of 
course, beauty is in the eye 
of the beholder. And the 
process is so open and free 
that upsets happen. Not 
only that, the system is 
open to abuse and manipu¬ 
lation. We’ve all heard sto¬ 
ries of one-issue candidates 


busing in the faithful, 
packing meetings, and 
overwhelming the incum¬ 
bent with a show of force. 
Too bad — that’s democra¬ 
cy, Jack. 

Well, the Tories are go¬ 
ing to put a cork in democ¬ 
racy by implementing new 
rules that favour incum¬ 
bents. If you are one of the 
143 who managed to get 
elected last time, you’ll be 
sitting pretty; you will be 
acclaimed as your riding’s 
candidate unless two- 
thirds of the members 
want an open nomination. 

Granted, the party will 
send the reforms to a vote, 


and anyone who was a To¬ 
ry member as of March 10 
will be eligible. But it’s the 
principle of the thing ... 
accountability is a corner¬ 
stone of democracy, and if 
MPs aren’t accountable to 
members of their own rid¬ 
ing associations, the peo¬ 
ple who recruited and 
nominated them in the 
first place, they will end up 
being more accountable to 
the Boss, the Right Hon¬ 
ourable Stephen Joseph 
Harper, as if he doesn’t al¬ 
ready have enough power 
over his meriy band. 

The Tories aren’t the only 
ones offering their MPs a 


measure of protection. If 
Michael Ignatieff’s 77 Liber¬ 
als want to be protected 
from nomination battles 
they will have to meet 
membership and donations 
standards that should be 
pretty easy to hit: 400 
members and 40 “Victoiy 
Fund” donors who give $10 
a month. The NDP is the 
last bastion of free and 
open nomination battles 
among the Big Three: No 
protection — period — for 
its no doubt uneasy 37 MPs.

Stock limit targeted 

Petro-Canada, Suncor seek repeal of law 


Suncor Energy Inc. and 
Petro-Canada will ask the 
Canadian government to 
repeal a law that protect¬ 
ed Petro-Canada from any 
unwanted takeovers but 
left its stock depressed, ac¬ 
cording to documents 
filed with regulators. 

Suncor agreed on Mon¬ 
day to buy Petro-Canada in 
an all-share deal, initially 
valued at $18.4 billion, to 
create Canada’s largest oil 
company and the domi¬ 
nant player in the coun¬ 
try’s vast oilsands. 


Background 

Petro-Canada was found¬ 
ed as a government- 
owned company in 1975, 
and the act was put in 
place as Ottawa started to 
issue shares in the firm to 
ensure a diversified owner¬ 
ship. 

The companies say that 
once the takeover is com¬ 
plete, the deal is struc¬ 
tured so that Suncor will 
be extended the same pro¬ 


tection of shareholder lim¬ 
its that were set up in the 
1991 Petro-Canada Public 
Participation Act. 

However, according to 
the merger agreement, 
Suncor doesn’t want the 
shelter of the act, which 
limits individual investors 
to a 20 per cent stake. It 
and Petro-Canada have 
both pledged to seek a re¬ 
peal of the law. 

The act is widely seen as 
a brake on any gains made 
by Petro-Canada stock.

cfl A soft-spoken Edmon¬ 
ton Eskimos linebacker 
who gave CFL quarter¬ 
backs nightmares during 
his 14-year career decided 
to hang up his cleats yes¬ 
terday.

The longtime 
linebacker was part of two 
Grey Cup winning teams in 
2003 and 2005, and he mus¬ 
tered seven defensive tack¬ 
les and a knockdown dur¬ 
ing the Eslcs’ playoff appear¬ 
ance in 2008. 

“By my standards, 2008 
was an average 
season for me | 
and I never ■ 
want to be 
an average 
player — that’s 
not the type of 
athlete I am,” 
said Garrett who 
said he struggled to 
make the team in the 
last three years during 
training camp. Garrett start¬ 
ed his CFL career in Win¬ 
nipeg back in 1995 and lat¬ 
er played for Saskatchewan 
in 1998. After an unsuccess¬ 


ful tryout with the New Or¬ 
leans Saints, Garrett signed 
as a free agent with the 
green and gold in 2000. 

The linebacker also creat¬ 
ed an impact off the field as 
he made 200 appearances 
for community programs.

WHAT IS HCV COMPENSATION ABOUT? 

It’s about compensation for those victims who received a 
tainted blood transfusion anytime before September 28, 
1998 in Canada. We must prove three things in order to 
qualify for compensation: 

1. that you have HCV; 

2. that you received a transfusion of blood or blood prod¬ 
ucts sometime in your past before September 28,1998, 
anywhere in Canada; 

3. that your HCV infection came from that transfusion 
and not from any other HCV risk activity, such as I.V. 
drug use, tattooing or unsafe sex with a HCV carrier not 
already covered by any HCV Compensation Plan. 

Proving these things can be very difficult. 

DEADLINE 

The deadline to apply for HCV compensation is June 30, 
2010. You must act now. After that date, you may be forever 
barred from seeking compensation for your HCV injuries. 

PROVING YOUR CLAIM 

HCV does not show up on ordinary blood tests, only spe¬ 
cialized tests that must be asked for can determine if you 
have HCV.

Once we prove that you have the virus, we must then prove 
the severity of the infection. The compensation plans award 
different amounts depending on the severity of infection. 
Only a HCV specialist can determine what level of infection 
you have and as there are very few specialists, waiting lists 
can take up to 1 year in some provinces. 

Proving that you even received a transfusion can be difficult 
and in some cases impossible. Some hospitals do not keep 
records going back more than 10 years. Even when records 
can be found, very often they don’t record that a transfusion 
was given. 

Some HCV Plans will still exclude claimants even if they can 
prove they have HCV and that their blood donor was HCV 
positive, if the claimant has other HCV risk factors too. 

After 10 years of successfully doing HCV compensation 
claims, we know how to resolve these problems.

Ted Robertson, chief tech¬ 
nical officer and executive 
vice-president of new prod¬

teenagers have been sneak¬ 
ing with the family car, 
and how fast they were 
driving. The data can even 
be examined using Google 
Earth. 

With GPS and cellular 
and computer chip tech¬ 
nologies being so ubiqui¬ 
tous, and now so tiny, 
there is, and will be, no 
end of new ways to stick 
them in automobiles. So 
we’re going to be seeing 
lots of these parental aids 
coming on the market. 

One of the more note¬ 
worthy ones will be Ford’s 
MyKey, which debuts as 
standard equipment on 
the 2010 Ford Focus. 

Parents can program the 
key to limit the vehicle’s 
top speed and audio vol¬ 
ume. It can also provide 
more incessant “buckle 
up” warnings, and for 
chimes to go off at certain 
speeds (like 80, 100, and 
120 km/h). 

Does this sound like too 
much big brother? 

It’s hard to argue against 
initiatives when they’re in 


the name of safety, espe¬ 
cially for inexperienced 
teenage drivers. 

But I have a concern: 
We have to be aware that 
these controls will be 
fighting some powerful 
and necessary forces of 
nature. All humans crave 
free will, experimenting, 
and getting away with 
things (like not being eat¬ 
en by a lion). 

This is part of how we 
evolved to get so clever, 
and why we have all that 
room in our craniums — it 
needs to be filled with 
learning experiences, like 
eat dirt, get sick, don’t eat 
dirt again. 

So I say let’s keep the 
kids safe with technology, 
but let’s leave them some 
dirt to eat. 

Because real, thinking 
people, who learn from 
experiences and gradually 
understand conse¬ 

quences, are always 
preferable to one-minded 
Safe-T People.

New to the Chevrolet 
lineup is the 2009 Traverse 
CUV. While Traverse 
shares much with the 
Buiclc Enclave and Saturn 
Outlook, Chevrolet’s ver¬ 


sion looks more like a 4X4 
SUV when it is, in fact, a 
minivan. 

And that’s the clever 
part of the Traverse. It has 
all the seven- or eight-seat 
passenger utility of a mini- 
van, while having that 
rugged SUV look that re¬ 
mains in vogue these days. 

There are four models 
(LS, 1LT, 2LT, LTZ) separat¬ 
ed primarily by trim. All 


four share one engine, 
GM’s ubiquitous 3.6-litre 
V6 with variable valve 
timing. In the LZ/1LT/2LT 
it produces 281 hp and 
266 lb/ft. The topline LTZ 
gets a slight boost in pow¬ 
er to 288 hp.

An island rises out of the ashes

Gingerbread Hill would 
have to be one of the 
strangest guesthouses on 
the planet. 

It’s tucked down the hill 
off a little side road 
branching out from 
Montserrat’s main thor¬ 
oughfare; goats amble 
across the driveway with 
impunity and the early 
morning wake-up call 
comes courtesy of the 
cockerels. A gate leads to a 
rough pathway leading up 
to a cemetery, and from 
that gate there is a spectac¬ 
ular view of the hillsides, 
gullies and the Caribbean 
Sea. 

It doesn’t seem so much 
a guesthouse as a family 
home in the countryside, 
and that alone is enough to 
make for an experience far 
removed from the stereo¬ 
typical Caribbean vacation. 
But this guesthouse also 
happens to be the best 
place to immerse yourself 
in the spectacular, terrify¬ 
ing story of the 1995 vol¬ 
canic eruption that doused 
much of the island. 

Gingerbread Hill is run 
by the Lea family — or the 
FamiLea, as they like to 
call themselves. They’re 
American refugees, having 
decided to leave home 
when their favourite hip¬ 
pie haunts such as Boulder 
and Key West started yup- 
pifying. 

As they tell it, they want-

ed to live someplace their 
children could “grow up a 
little slower, have a tree- 
house and a rope swing” 
and they could “pick fruit 
off the trees.” 

David and Clover origi¬ 
nally came out to the is¬ 
land as missionaries, but 
cut the church ties early. 
David worked as the prison 
chaplain, ran a youth cen¬ 
tre and embarked on a tel¬ 
evision career selling feel¬ 
good programs across the 
Caribbean. Meanwhile, 
they gradually did up their 
house in what was — at 
the time — the middle of 
nowhere. 

And then the Soufriere 
Hills volcano erupted. The 
southern part of the island 
was evacuated, scientists 
and media crews arrived in 
droves, and the Leas were 
asked if they could help 
out by putting someone 
up. They did, and that was 
the beginning of their 
guesthouse. There are now 
four accommodation op¬ 


tions, ranging from a sur¬ 
prisingly well equipped 
backpacker room to a fan¬ 
tastic suite with full 
kitchen and rooftop sun- 
declc. 

What’s more, the family 
members are more than 
happy to talk about the is¬ 
land’s experiences, and 
will even organize tours to 
spots within the exclusion 
zone if you wish to go be¬ 
hind enemy lines and see 
spectacular valleys of pure 
ash and mud. 

Montserrat is slowly get¬ 
ting back on its feet, al¬ 


though the volcano is still 
highly active. For the visi¬ 
tor, there’s the chance to 
see things that cannot be 
seen anywhere else on 
earth. 

The views of the buried 
capital, Plymouth, from ei¬ 
ther the hilltops or on a 
boat from the sea are gen¬ 
uinely extraordinary — it 
is almost entirely buried, 
aside from a few rooftops 
sticking out above the de¬ 
bris. The island’s real asset, 
however, is its village-lilce 
atmosphere. Everyone 
knows everyone, and new¬ 


comers are welcomed in 
instantly. Drop by at a local 
bar for a beer, and you’ll be 
caught up in conversation 
or a game of dominos in 
no time. 

It’s an attitude that Gin¬ 


gerbread Hill typifies. It’s 
nothing like the standard 
Caribbean beach resort, 
and it’s all the better for it. 
Montserrat is something 
completely, brilliantly dif¬ 
ferent.

Spooky script didn’t scare Madsen

You might not think it to 
look at the Oscar-nominat¬ 
ed actress, but Virginia 
Madsen is actually a big 
fan of scary movies.

Classic Grilled 
Dover Sole 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 small Dover sole (about 
1/4 lb/125 g each), cleaned 
and skinned 

2 lbs (1 kg) new potatoes, 
scrubbed 

1 large sprig fresh mint 
1 tbsp (15 ml) unsalted 
butter 

finely grated zest and 
juice of 1 large lemon 
1 lb (500 g) baby leaf 
spinach 

Freshly gated nutmeg (op¬

Fresh mint sprigs and

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high.
